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For county runoffs 
Absentee voting 
starts Wednesday 


A bsentee voting opens 
W ednesday for 
registered voters who will be outside the county 
June 5, the day runoff elections are held for six 
D em ocratic races. 
Voters who will be within county boundaries 
any tim e between May 26 and June I, when the 
absentee voting period ends, can only vote a b ­ 
sentee in person if they will not be able to vote at 
their designated election precinct June 5. 


This is done by filling out an application to vote 
absentee, and m arking a ballot in the first floor 
courthouse office of County Clerk Dick Cer- 
venka. Although absentee voting opens 20 days 
before election day for regular elections, election 
codes establish that absentee voting shall begin 
IO days before a runoff election. 


“ THERE WON’T BE as m any voters as there 
were for the last election,’’ said Cervenka. 
“There never a re in runoffs — which is un­ 
fortunate.”

Georgetown leads 
rebate recipients 


Georgetown led six W illiamson County 
cities receiving sales tax rebates from the 
State Com ptroller of Public Accounts dur­ 
ing May. with $7,453.57 in rabate money. 
T ay lo r follow ed w ith $4,464.82 in 
rebates. Round Rock received $1,662.20, 
G ranger $1,059.40, B artlett $787.60, and 
Florence $587.90. 
Sales tax rebates are returned to cities 
on a m onthly basis, with highest returns 
sent during th e final m onth of each 
quarter. If rebates during a single month 
total less than $500, the city gets no rebate 
that month. Instead, the rebate is com ­ 
bined with the next m onth’s check, with 
both paym ents m ade at once. 
State Com ptroller Bob Bullock m ailed 
checks totaling $9.1 million to 599 Texas 
cities and towns on May 14. Bullock said 
he has rem itted $96.5 million so far this 
year to the 845 cities collecting the one- 
cent city sales tax.

Entomology 
Notes

PEC A N N U T C A S E B E A R E R 
Now is the tim e to start 
checking pecan nutlet clusters 
for pecan nut casebearer eggs 
or nutlet feeding damage from 
this destructive pecan insect 
pest. 
Detection of eggs or 
feeding damage indicates when 
chemical control applications 
should be made. Adult female 
moths will soon be laying eggs 
on the pollinated nutlets. Eggs 
should hatch in four to seven 
days — then the young worms 
will attack the nutlets. 
Eggs are usually placed sing­ 
ly on the tips of nutlets. Eggs 
re flat and blue-greenish white 
in color when first laid but take 
on a pinkish red color after one 
or two days. Eggs are small in 
size. about the size of a pin 
[head. 
;• Young worms hatching from 
eggs, first feed on leaf buds and 
then attack the small nutlets. 
Young worms cut a hole into 
the base of the nutlets and feed 
inside the nutlets. As the small 
worm feeds, pellets of frass are 
produced and collected outside 
the nutlet in fine webs. 
At least IOO pecan nutlet 
clusters should be checked on 
trees in home yards for eggs 
and worm feeding damage. 
Check trees two to three times 
a week for the next two weeks. 
Where eggs are detected, 
chemical treatments should be 
applied in three to six days. 
W here feeding dam age is 
detected, chemical treatment 
should be made that day. 
Sevin, malathion or zolone 
sprays may be used for control 
of pecan nut casebearers. 
Check the L A B E L on the 
chemical container for rates of 
a p p lic a tio n , m ix in g and 
application instructions. 
A second insecticide applica­ 
tion about 7 days after the first 
is needed in most years for 
effective pecan nut casebearer 
control. 
In the next two to three weeks 
some of the cotton will be ready 
for overwintered boll weevil 
applications. A few words of ex­ 
planation are in order before 
the time arises for actual con­ 
trol. 
“ DON T SHOOT B E F O R E 
T H E T A R G E T IS U P ” - Some 
of the cotton fields in both coun­ 
tries are seven to 14 days away 
from squaring. However, the 
majority of the fields are 14 
plus days away from producing 
pinhead size squares. 
Boll weevils have not been 
moving into cotton fields in 
large numbers at this time even 
though they have been a t­ 
tracted to our pheromone traps. 
Only six weevils have been 
found in cotton field s in 
Williamson and Milam Counties 
(as of May 19, 1976). However, 
as soon as the cotton starts to 
produce pinhead size squares, 
weevils will start moving. This 
move from the overwintering 
habitat to cotton takes place 
from the presquare stage up to 
the time l/3rd grown squares 
[(size of pencil eraser) are 
found. A weevil application 
right now (before squaring is 
initiated) is “ shooting before 
the target pops-up.” 
PLA N TO ATTACK: Do not 
allow overwintering weevils to 
l a.y eggs in the 1st l/3rd grown 
squares. Squares smaller than 
this are not large enough for the 
weevil to have enough food to 
complete its’ life cycle and 
emerge as an adult. Weevils in 
cotton right not are not affec­ 
ting potential yields. This 
means an insecticide applica­ 
tion should be applied about 
three to four days before 
squares develop to the size of 
I /3rd grown. This three to four 
day period should allow suf­ 
ficient time for problems with 
the weather. In those areas 
where weevils are notoriously a 
problem, a second application 
may be required. 
Timing of this application is 
a b s o lu te ly e s s e n tia l! 
An 
application too early (before 
most of the weevils have moved 
to cotton) will require a 2nd or 
possibly a 3rd application. An 
application too late (after eggs 
are laid in l/3rd grown squares) 
will mean late season weevil 
applications. 
SC O U TIN G R E P O R T S A R E 


T H E K E Y : 
Scouting will intensify during 
the first pinhead size square 
period. Scouts have been in­ 
structed to start checking the 
largest plants in the field so 
early squaring can be detected. 
As soon as scouts start finding 
squares, they will note this on 
the report indicating the ap­ 
proximate number of days that 
will be required for this square 
to reach l/3rd grown stage. In 
addition, scouts have been in­ 
structed 
to identify weevil 
feeding damage in the ter­ 
minals of the plants. Areas 
clo sest 
to o v e rw in te rin g 
habitats will be checked for 
overwintering 
weevils, 
and 
weevil numbers will be record­ 
ed. 


MOTH Z V : Our first prediction 
for bollworm egg lays is at­ 
tached. This prediction is in the 
process of being up-dated so 
don’t take it literally yet. I will 
send up-dates on moth egg lay 
p re d ic tio n s 
in the nex t 
newsletter. 
The first small egg lay should 
occur around June 19th. The se­ 


cond lay will occur close to the 
5th of July The third (largest 
egg lay) is predicted to occur 
around July 18th 
As I mentioned before, ad­ 
ditional data has been forward­ 
ed for processing and should 
change these predictions. 
IN SEC T SITUATIONS: 
COTTON: Thrips have con­ 
tinued to cause damage to 
small cotton during the past 
week. Most of the cotton is now 
large enough to withstand 
higher thrip pressure. 
Fleahoppers have been found 
in extremely low numbers in a 
few fields in both counties. The 
highest count was 2 fleahoppers 
per IOO terminals. Fleahoppers 
are rem aining in pastures 
feeding on Croton and horse- 
mint. 
Bollweevil activity in cotton 
is still low. Six weevils were 
collected in cotton fields in 
Williamson and Milam Coun­ 
ties. Trap catches have ranged 
from 35 to 75 weevils per week. 
Keep in mind that these traps 
are baited with a sex attractant 
pheromone, and are located in 
areas close to overwintering 
habitats.

City may get traffic study 


Georgetown's City Council will probably order 
a study of the city ’s traffic and parking 
problems from one of two engineering consul­ 
tant firm s at a special m eeting at 4:30 p.m. Mon­ 
day 
The firm s. Hunter and A ssociates, and 
T ransportation 
E ngineering 
A sso cia tes, 
presented probable outlines and cost estim ates 
of such a study at a special Council session'- 
Wednesday afternoon. Councilmen Harry Gold 
and W. C. Shell were appointed to review the 
presentations with Police Chief Travis Thomas 
and to recommend one of the firm s for a con­ 
tract. 
The city is hoping to conduct the study and 
have it paid for by a federal-state grant, as a 
preparation for updating and replacement of 
local traffic signs. 
Thomas explained that the city will soon have 
to replace the signs in order to comply with 
federal and state programs aimed at national 
standardization of traffic safety signs. That 
work might also be eligible for grant funding, if 
the city can justify it with a preliminary study. 
“There s a good chance the signs could be up­ 
dated and replaced without cost to the city,” 
said Thomas. 
As outlined, the study would include analysis 
of Georgetown traffic flow patterns, traffic and 
parking problem areas, and recommendations 
for solution of those problems. Estim ated cost of 
the study ranged from approximately $8,000 to 
$9,200.

Notes

PEC A N NUT C A S E B E A R E R 
Now is the time to start 
checking pecan nutlet clusters 
for pecan nut casebearer eggs 
or nutlet feeding damage from 
this destructive pecan insect 
pest. 
Detection of eggs or 
feeding damage indicates when 
chemical control applications 
should be made. Adult female 
moths will soon be laying eggs 
on the pollinated nutlets. Eggs 
should hatch in four to seven 
days — then the young worms 
will attack the nutlets. 
Eggs are usually placed sing­ 
ly on the tips of nutlets. Eggs 
re flat and blue-greenish white 
in color when first laid but take 
on a pinkish red color after one 
;or two days. Eggs are small in 
size, about the size of a pin 
head. 
Young worms hatching from 
eggs, first feed on leaf buds and 
then attack the small nutlets. 
Young worms cut a hole into 
the base of the nutlets and feed 
inside the nutlets. As the small 
worm feeds, pellets of frass are 
produced and collected outside 
the nutlet in fine webs. 
At least IOO pecan nutlet 
clusters should be checked on 
trees in home yards for eggs 
and worm feeding damage. 
Check trees two to three times 
a week for the next two weeks. 
Where 
eggs 
are detected, 
chemical treatments should be 
applied in three to six days. 
W here feeding dam age is 
detected, chemical treatment 
should be made that day. 
Sevin, malathion or zolone 
sprays may be used for control 
of pecan nut casebearers. 
Check the L A B E L on the 
chemical container for rates of 
a p p lic a tio n , m ix in g and 
application instructions. 
A second insecticide applica­ 
tion about 7 days after the first 
is needed in most years for 
effective pecan nut casebearer 
control. 
In the next two to three weeks 
some of the cotton will be ready 
for overwintered boll weevil 
applications. A few words of ex­ 
planation are in order before 
the time arises for actual con­ 
trol. 
“ DON’T SHOOT B E F O R E 
T H E T A R G E T IS U P ” - Some 
of the cotton fields in both coun­ 
tries are seven to 14 days away 
from squaring. However, the 
majority of the fields are 14 
plus days away from producing 
pinhead size squares. 
Boll weevils have not been 
moving into cotton fields in 
large numbers at this time even 
though they have been a t­ 
tracted to our pheromone traps. 
Only six weevils have been 
found 
in cotton fields in 
Williamson and Milam Counties 
(as of May 19, 1976). However, 
as soon as the cotton starts to 
produce pinhead size squares, 
weevils will start moving. This 
move from the overwintering 
habitat to cotton takes place 
from the presquare stage up to 
the time l/3rd grown squares 
(size of pencil eraser) are 
found. A weevil application 
right now (before squaring is 
initiated) is “ shooting before 
the target pops-up.’’ 
PLA N TO ATTACK: Do not 
allow overwintering weevils to 
lay eggs in the 1st l/3rd grown 
squares. Squares smaller than 
this are not large enough for the 
weevil to have enough food to 
complete its’ life cycle and 
emerge as an adult. Weevils in 
cotton right not are not affec­ 
ting potential yields. This 
means an insecticide applica­ 
tion should be applied about 
three to four days before 
squares develop to the size of 
I /3rd grown. This three to four 
day period should allow suf­ 
ficient time for problems with 
the weather. In those areas 
where weevils are notoriously a 
problem, a second application 
may be required. 
Timing of this application is 
a b s o lu te ly e s s e n tia l! 
An 
application too early (before 
most of the weevils have moved 
to cotton) will require a 2nd or 
possibly a 3rd application. An 
application too late (after eggs 
are laid in l/3rd grown squares) 
will mean late season weevil 
applications. 
SC O U TIN G R E P O R T S A R E 


TH E K E Y : 


Scouting will intensify during 
the first pinhead size square 
period. Scouts have been in­ 
structed to start checking the 
largest plants in the field so 
early squaring can be detected. 
As soon as scouts start finding 
squares, they will note this on 
th* report indicating the ap­ 
proximate number of days that 
will be required for this square 
to reach I 3rd growrn stage. In 
addition, scouts have been in­ 
structed 
to identify weevil 
feeding damage in 'th e ter­ 
minals of the plants. Areas 
closest 
to o v e rw in te rin g 
habitats will be checked for 
overwintering 
weevils, 
and 
weevil numbers will be record­ 
ed. 


MOTH Z V : Our first prediction 
for bollworm egg lays is at­ 
tached. This prediction is in the 
process of being up-dated so 
don't take it literally yet. I will 
send up-dates on moth egg lay 
p re d ic tio n s

The first small egg lay should 
occur around June 19th. The se­ 


cond lay will occur close to the 
5th of July The third (largest 
egg lay) is predicted to occur 
around July 18th 
As I mentioned before, ad­ 
ditional data has been forward­ 
ed for processing and should 
change these predictions 
IN SEC T SITUATIONS: 
COTTON: Thrips have con­ 
tinued to cause damage to 
small cotton during the past 
week. Most of the cotton is now 
large enough to withstand 
higher thrip pressure. 
Fleahoppers have been found 
in extremely low numbers in a 
few fields in both counties The 
highest count was 2 fleahoppers 
per IOO terminals. Fleahoppers 
are rem aining in pastures 
feeding on Croton and horse- 
mint. 
Bollweevil activity in cotton 
is still low. Six weevils were 
collected in cotton fields in 
Williamson and Milam Coun­ 
ties. Trap catches have ranged 
from 35 to 75 weevils per week. 
Keep in mind that these traps 
are baited with a sex attractant 
pheromone, and are located in 
areas close to overwintering 
habitats.

City may get traffic study 


Georgetown's City Council will probably order 
a study of the city's traffic and parking 
problems from one of two engineering consul­ 
tant firms at a special meeting at 4:30 p.m. Mon­ 
day 
The firms. Hunter and Associates, and 
Transportation 
Engineering 
A ssociates, 
presented probable outlines and cost estimates 
of such a study at a special Council session'' 
Wednesday afternoon. Councilmen Harry Gold 
and W C. Shell were appointed to review the 
presentations with Police Chief Travis Thomas 
and to recommend one of the firms for a con­ 
tract 
The city is hoping to conduct the study and 
have it paid for bv a federal-state grant, as a 
preparation for updating and replacement of 
local traffic signs. 
Thomas explained that the city will soon have 
to replace the signs in order to comply with 
federal and state programs aimed at national 
standardization of traffic safety signs. That 
work might also be eligible for grant funding, if 
the city can justify it with a preliminary study. 
“ There s a good chance the signs could be up­ 
dated and replaced without cost to the city,” 
said Thomas. 
As outlined, the study would include analysis 
of Georgetown traffic flow patterns, traffic and 
parking problem areas, and recommendations 
for solution of those problems. Estimated cost of 
the study ranged from approximately $8,000 to 
$9,200. 


The 
federal 
Transportation 
Department 
makes funds available for such studies through 
the Texas Office of Traffic Safety in the State 
Department of Highways and Public Transpor­ 
tation 
To get a grant for the study, the city will apply 
to the Office of Traffic Safety. After the city 
co ntracts the study, the Traffic Safety, 
Highway, and Transportation departments will 
review the application and the study proposal, 
then negotiate cost with the consultant firm. If 
the grant is approved, funding would begin Oc­ 
tober I. Deadline for application is June 20.

Other Council business Wednesday included 
study of terms for purchase of the 4.000-square- 
foot IOOF Lodge facility adjacent City Hall. 
The Council wants to purchase the building for 
possible expansion of City Hall. 
The lodge offered to sell its facility for $28,500. 
In addition, the city would be required to put 
$2500 payment in escrow immediately, and to 
furnish a building site for a new lodge meeting 
place. The lodge would have the use of its pre­ 
sent building until a new one is built. It would 
also have a 99-year lease on the new site, plus an 
option to lease again after 99 years. 
If the lodge were disbanded, any im ­ 
provements on the new building site, and the site 
itself, would revert to the city. 
The Council postponed action on the offer until 
its regular June 8 meeting.
